FEAR WAR~OUTBREAK 


Hundreds Arriv ing Hourly 
At Ma nchuria After a 
Trip o f Rea l Hardship

A R B IN , Manchuria, Ju ly 24.— 
( U P ) — A technical invasion of 
Chinese 
territory 
by 
Russian 
troops has occurred at Manchuli, 
on 
the 
northwestern 
border 
of 
Manchuria, the vanguard of refu­ 
gees from 
Manchuli who reached 
here today informed me. 
Pa nic prevails in Manchuli, they 
said. 
The refugees told how Rus­ 
sian troops advanced quietly over 
the border and encamped near the 
city. 
The sight of the troops and 
their 
tents 
spread 
terror 
among 
the polyglot 
population 
of 
M an­ 
chuli, and • general exodus began. 


The Chinese troops hastily re­ 
treated Into the city. 
Six armored 
Russian 
trains also 
appeared 
In 
sight of Manchuli, where they re­ 
mained. 
The Chinese m ilitary comman­ 
deered farm ers’ carts and horses 
and forced coolie« to build three 
lines of trenches north of M an­ 
chuli. 
Soldier* were sent into the 
trenches. 
The residents of the city, fear­ 
ing 
that 
w ar 
would 
break 
out 
momentarily, fled in great num­ 
bers along the railroad. 
“ W h ite’* 
Russians 
and 
Chinese 
gathered what they could of their 
possessions and piled into trains, 
which 
were crowded beyond ca­ 
pacity. 
Others obtained automo­ 
biles, 
carts, 
horses, 
mules 
and 
camels and began the trek towards 
Harbin. 
Bugiat and Mongol sheep herd­ 
ers and camel men mingled with 
Chinese, 
Russians 
and 
Japanese 
tradesmen 
In 
the 
exodus. 
The 
trains were so packed that the col­ 
lection of tickets was impossible. 
A steady stream poured by rail 
and road to the southeast, along 
the arid plain« and low hills. H u n ­ 
dreds were arriving here 
hourly 
today after the trip of hundreds o^f 
miles 
from Manchuli, which can 
bo accomplished under normal rail 
conditions in 24 hours.

New Machinery for Pack­ 
ing Pimientoes Installed 
— Will Employ 350 
N 


E W M A C H IN E R Y for packing 
pimientoes in glass is being in­ 
stalled at the plant of the C ali­ 
fornia Packing Corporation on East 
First street prior to the opening of 
the factory the middle of August. 


W ith the opening of the plant 275 
women and between CO and 70 men 
will be employed until frost destroys 
the pimiento plants, thin time usu­ 
ally falling somewhere near Christ­ 
mas, 
according 
to 
Cecil 
W ilson 
bookkeeper at the local branch of 
the corporation. The payroll will 
average about $7000 weekly, it is ex­ 
pected. 


The quality of the crop of pimien- 
tpes to be harvested this year is 
very good according to plant offi­ 
cials and the peppers canned here 
are raised in the Talbert, Btanton, 
Irvine and Anaheim districts. 
The 
pimientoe« to he canned in the glass 
receptacles w il be of the highest 
grade. The best grades of products 
canned are put out under the Del 
Monte label. 


Green chillis will 
be 
the 
first 
product put up when the cannery 
opens and these will 
furnish work 
for the employes until the pimien­ 
toes have ripened a few weeks later. 
The cannery here Is devoted exclu­ 
sively to the packing of these two 
products although in 
years past 
apricots and green beans have been 
handled by the local factory. 


A fter being harvested the pimien­ 
to goes through a complicated pro­ 
cess before reaching the consumer. 
The sacks are opened in the ware­ 
house and the contents graded. The 
pimientoe« are# then 
washed 
and 
scaled In oil to loosen the outside 
skin. The skin and seeds are remov­ 
ed by peelers and the peppers are 
again washed and blanched before 
reaching the canning tables where 
they are graded and packed either 
Jn tins or glass. The oil is heated to 
400 degree« in removing the skin. 


The factory 
has 
been 
entirely 
renovated and the machinery over­ 
hauled during the past few months. 
The interior of the 
plant when in 
operation presents the appearance 
of a great kitchen with its white 
walls and fixtures and its corns of 
workers in blue and white uniforms.

which there is instant appeal to 
the public opinion 
of the world 
as to specific

Magnificent response of the world 
to these proposals is well Indicat­ 
ed by those now signatories to Its 
provisions.

D uring the five years b etween 19 16 and 19 21 
there were, on the average, three strikes or 
lockouts for every one in four years b etween 
19 22 to 19 26 and three times as many employes 
were involved. 
In 19 10 five times as many dis­ 
putes were recorded as in 19 27, involving ten 
times as many disputants. 
But industry in its prime condition is shov­ 
ing men over forty out of employment, to­ 
gether with all the less efficient.
